And when they did share such 
infomiation, it was summary level data, cherry-picked and presented to create the 
appearance that Safe Drinking Water Act Maximum Contaminant Levels were not 
crossed, post event, specifically for lead. EPA also refused to share its sediment 
sampling plan with New Mexico for over two weeks.”
